During the past five 
years we have paid all notes and all bills due (presented to us) 
before the books and closed and have $4,403.80 in the checking 
account. 


This was accomplished with a lower valuation and less 
than .004 increase in tax rate. 


Please take my advice and help your new Board of 
Selectmen, but don’t expect them to be supermen. If you have 
extra money, pay your taxes sooner instead of seeking lawyer’s 
advice. Advice will not make roads passable without the 
proper equipment for such work. 


I wish to thank all the taxpayers who owed taxes prior tc 
1941 who have tried to pay. We have collected more than 
two thirds of these old taxes in cash. z 


I also wish to thank the other Selectmen and Treasurers 
who have cooperated with me for the past five years, as we 
could not have accomplished as much if we had not worked 
together.

TOWN WARRANT 


To George E. Redding, a constable of the Town of Sumner in 
the County of Oxford. Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are nereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sumner in said county, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to meet at Pleasant Pond Grange Hall in West Sumner, in 
said town, on Monday, the sixth day of March, A. D. 1944, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the fol- 
lowing articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the Municipal Officers for the year ending January 31, 1944. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to call for bids for 
the collection of taxes. 

Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elcct one or more 
road commissioners for the ensuing year. 

Art. 5. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town Officers’ Salaries. 

Art. 7%. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for snow removal. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary for the sup- 
port of schools, superintendent’s salary, support of the poor, 
repairs and insurance of school houses, purchase of school 
books and tuition of high school pupils for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
school commitee to continue the schools where an average of 
eight scholars has not been maintained for the past year. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repair of roads and bridges for 
the ensuing year. . 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray miscellaneous accounts for the 


ensuing year. 
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Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid road construction (in 
addition to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of 
Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $494.00 for the maintenance of Third Class, 
roads, being the minimum the town is allowed to raise under 
Sections 43 to 47 inclusive, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 
1930, or to be used in conjunction with the State appor- 
ticnment. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for patrolmen for State Aid roads for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes beside the State 
Aid roads. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town wil! vote 
to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes on town ways. 


Art. 17. To see whether or not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Twenty Five Dollars ($25.00) te 
be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended 
and used for advertising the natural resources, advantages and 
attractions of the State of Maine in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the contrul of the 
White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 11, Secs. 62-63-64. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to hire 
sucn sums of money as may be necessary to pay miscellaneous 
accounts and town debts in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes, and to issue and negotiate the notes of the town for 
money so borrowed, to amount not exceeding in the aggreg? 
the total tax levy for the preceding municipal year as tem- 
porary loans to be paid during the year 1944 out of money 
raised during the said year 1944 by taxes. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Services. 
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Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $75.00 for public health nursing in Sumner. Said sum to 
be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local service. 

Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to reimburse the treasury. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen. to sell and dispose of all tax titles held by the town 
on such terms as they deem advisable, and to execute quit- 
claim deeds for such property. 

Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of town officers’ bonds, 
town treasurer, tax collector and constable. 

Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for defense purposes. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to continue to keep 
the town roads open for autos and trucks in the winter. 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote for the road com- 
missioner to have charge of the snow removal. 

Art. 28. To see if the town will buy a good second hand 
tractor, to help break out the snow, or a heavy truck. 

Art. 29. To see if the town will set the wages for snow 
removal, also highway labor. 

Art. 30. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the purchase of snow 
removal equipment. 

Art. 31. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries and 
the interest on cemetery trust funds. 

Art. 32. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1943 
SUMNER 


In no year have the services of the 25,000 Public Health 
Nurses in the United States been more needed. In your own 
community you have but one Public Health Nurse but she 
always stands ready and willing to visit your families on mat- 
ters pertaining to their health and welfare. 

The people in Sumner have been most cooperative in lend- 
ing assistance to the nurse and being reliable volunteers for 
any public health undertakings. The three Child Health Con- 
ferences held during the past summer were most successfui, 
chiefly due to the cooperation and good wiil of local club 
members. A total of 35 children were examined, Mariy receiv- 
ing immunization for smallpox and diphtheria. 

Approximately 50 homes have been visited and general 
health supervision given to mothers regarding care of infants, 
preschool and school children. Arrangements have been made ~ 
for several crippled children to attend the Crippled Children’s 
Clinic, sponsored by the Crippled Children’s Service of the 
State Bureau of Health. The fine cooperation and interest of 
several individuals in the community made possible the trans- 
portation of these children to the clinics. Immunizations were 
offered in the schools with the result that 8 children received 
preventive measures for smallpox and diphtheria. 

As your Public Health Nurse I am ready and willing to 
consult with you, at any time, regarding health matters. Our 
battle front will be strong only so long as the home front is 
healthy and robust.

REPORT FROM W. O. FROST OF THE 
MAINE FOREST SERVICE 

For the 1943 control season, your town appropriated 
$50.00 for cooperative control work with the State and Fed- — 
eral governments. As a result, 409 acres of pine plus protec- 
tive zone were worked, from which were removed 4,163 wild 
currant and gooseberry bushes, at a cost of $186.39 (Town 
$49.77, State $50.08, and Fed. Government $86.54). 

As there are over 3,000 acres of pine plus protective zone 
still needing initial control work, we trust that the town will 
see fit to raise $200.00 for the 1944 control season. Any town 
funds appropriated will be matched on a liberal cooperative 
basis.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Sumner: 


- I herewith submit my annual report of the condition of 
the schools of Sumner together with an itemized account of all 
income and expenditures for the school year 1943-1944. 


The general condition of the schools is good. The school 
rooms are well supplied with desks, modern textbooks and 
other equipment. The stoves at East Sumner and West Sum- 
ner schools are in bad shape and should be replaced as soon | 
as suitable stoves are on the market. 


The teacher situation is even more acute than last year. 
We must continue to depend almost entirely upon local peopie 
to meet the demand and I believe we should do everything 
possible to retain our present teachers for the coming year. 


There has been little change in the enrollment during the 
year. We must expect some decrease in the next census which 
will likewise decrease our state aid. However, I believe we 
can expect to participate in the distribution of equalization 
funds the coming year. . 


The transportation of pupils has been taken care of at a 
minimum cost to the town, Although this is not entirely satis- 
factory it is probably as good an arrangement as can be made 
under the circumstances. 


For the first time in several years, it has been possible to 
make the proper transfer of money received from the State. 
$700.00 of that amount has been allocated to High School Tui- 
tion income. This, of course, reduces the amount available for 
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common schools. This will make it possible to appropriate less 
for high school tuition and a corresponding amount more for 
the support of common schools at the next town meeting. 

After careful consideration of the expenditures this year 
and the amount necessary to support the schools for the year 
1944-45, the Superintending School Committee offers the fol- 
lowing recommendations:

Office expense 35.00 
Repairs 100.00
